DAILY WEATHER REPORT le 
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rare. France and Germany seem hope easly 

t variance on the question of policing, and 
it is difficalt to see how the conflicting views. 
can be reconciled. 

If there were not the possibility of trageiy 
it would be comedy, pare and simple, which is 
being pursed in the little Spanish town of 
Algeciras. ‘The men of the West have assem. 
bled all, and their brows are koit and sterp,” 
bat the Diractor of the Ceremonies would 
appar to be tha Saltan of Morocco, and he is 
conductirg the proceedings on very ancient 
and oriental lines. If all propoeals made at the 
Conference are t ba referred to Fez, the repre- 
sentatives of the nations corcerned will have 
to spend an interminable time over the buai- 
ness that has brought them together ; and 
they may reasonably claim that they should 
not be asked to do this at such an insalabrious 
and inconvenient spot as Algeciras. How the 
Sultan must be chuckling to himself over the 
strange turn events have taken since the Ger. . 
man war lord bellowed out bis friendslip, for 
the world to hear’ and tremble over! Small 
details seem to have been settled at the Con- 
ference, but there was never any question 
aboat these. They have only been included in 
the subject-matter for discossion to veil the 
crucial question, which is that of the right of 
France to demand in the Shereefian empire 
the existence of an authority both traditional 
and everywhere obeyed, and also therecognition 
of the special character’ of Franoce’s rights in 
that part of the world. The publication of the 
Yellow Book has shown the world that France 
has all along conducted herself in a most 
difficult situation with admirable restraint. 
Faced with war as the only alternative 
to the disgrace of M. Delcassé and the 
holding of the Conference prop»sed by 
the Kaiser, France swallowed her pride and 
accepted the harsh conditions, althongh 
she might have stated a thousand sound 
reasons for rejecting them. France his gaar- 
anteed complete equality of treatment for all 
commercial and industrial enterprises, and 
aven Germany has recognised the special rights 
of France in that part of the world. Uader the 
‘iroums‘ances there ought to be no apprehen- 
sion regarding the result of a conference called 
to satisfy a monarch’s vanity and to “save his 
face.” But the Sultan of Morocco hss accepted 
the Kaiser as his official champion, and under 
the circumstances all kinds of questions may 
arise at the Conference ug n which onanimi'y 
may not easily be arrived at because it will 
be as difficulg for the Buropean Powers to sre 
eye-to-eye with the raler of Morocco as with the 
Sultan of Tarkey. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the Powers will not allow themselves to be 
played with, and that the decisions of the Coa- 
ference will be arrived at without too many 
exchanges of views across ths Straits of 
Gibraltar. 

It isin the interests of Earope that the 
Morocco question should be satisfactorily set- 
tled, and France is the one Power t» ho!d the 
mandate of Kurore. IfGermany abandons 
the position of being ‘‘derridre le Yaroc” the 
wind will quickly drop out of the Sultans 
sails, and all trouble will be over. The only 
factor in the business which seems ancertain 
is whether the Kaiser has been sofficiently mol: 
lified by the sacrifice of M. Delcassé, or whether 
he is going to seriously oppose irredacible 
French rights. It is to be hoped that a satisfac 
tory finish tothe Conference will beasssured, bat; 
30 long as the representatives hold aloof from 
yach . other on the real issues, it is impossible 
not to feel that there is real peril in the sita- 
ation.

We understand that at the interview which 
took place yesterday morning at the Britith 
Agency between Lord Cromer and the various 
directors and representatives of the bank 
several names were put forward, none of which, 
however, met with the necessary approval. 
Consequently the matter is for the moment in 
abeyance. It was suggested that some of the 
leading members among the London bankers 
thould by corsulted, with a request that they 
might + uggest some well-known London banker, 
who would be williag to accept the vacant 
Governorsbip. A meeting of the directors of 
the bank was held in the afterncon, at . which 
we understand, it was resolved to adopt the 
above suggestion and that steps will at once be 
taken to seek the best London advice. 

It is believed in Cairo that it is by ne means 
improbable that none of the gentle Whose 
names have been mentioned as’ likely to be 
selected for the post will be finally chosen, and 
it is thought that an English banker of high 
standing will be selected. 

Piobate was granted yesterday at the British 
Conenlate Cairo, to the two executors of the 
late governor ot the bank, Lady Palmer and 
the Hou. Bernard Francis Rollo, manager of 
the London branch of tbe bank. 

A telegram we published on Saturday an- 
nounced that in the event of Sir Vincent 
Caillard’s appoivtment, Major Sir Edward 
FitzGerald Law K.C.M.G.,C.8.1., would succeed 
him as chairman of the London Agency of 
the bank. Sir Edward Law was born at 
Rostrevor Nov. 2, 1846, andis the third son 
ofthe late Michael Law, of Dublin. He was 
married in 1898 to a daughter of Nicholas 
Hatsopoulo of Athens. He studied at the 
R.M.A. Woolwich, was made Lieutenant in 
R. A. 1868, commanded transport in Guards 
Brigade, Suakin, 1885, (medal and clasp, 
Ezyptian bronze star, mentioned in des- 
patches) ; Captain, 1886; Major, 1886. 
He entered the diplomatic service as firanci al 
and commercial secretary in 1887, and has seen 
much service abroad in various capacities. He 
filled the responsible position of financial 
member of the Governor-General’s: Council io 
India from 1200 to 1904.

MEN WAVERING. 


LATEST INTELLIGENCE. 


The President of the Municipality and the 
Hakendar gave audience, yesterday, to the 
cabdrivers’ delegate at the Gouvernorat, and 
dealt with the question of a new cab-tariff, 
which proposal was agreed on with alterations, 
Chataway Bey promised to bring this question 
before the Monicipal Commission to-morrow, 
provided that the strikers resume their work. 
Moreover, he promised that the question of 
the municipal tax imposed on cabs and horsea 
of which the men complain, will also be dealt 
with by the Commission at the next meeting 
to be held after the coming Monicipal elections, 
The drivers’ delegate was sati-fied with there 
promises ; and the drivers who were at the Gon- 
Vernorat were summoned and informed of the 
arrangement, but they refased to accept same. 
They made some unreasonable requirements; 
and expressedtheir desire to continue the strike. 
To abolish the present tariff instantanbously 
was one of their demands, and this is quite 
impossible. After going out of the Gouvernorat 
the strikers saw a cab working,and some of them 
approached the driver and insulted him. They 
were endeavouring to check the cat when 
they were arrested by the Police, who also 
seized some persons who were inciting the 
driver to continue the strike, one of these 
being an British subject, by name Fabry. This 
man was charged with inciting to commit an 
unlawf | act to restrict trade. The others are

They were arrested by the request of the 
Parquet. We learn that there are among the 
drivers many willing to give up the strike, and 
agree with their confréres who wish to 
resume work.

REMARKABLE 


PAPYRUS. 


Dr. Klein, of Chicago, has recently read an 
elaborate paper before the American Academy 
of Medicine on the “Papyrus Ebers.” This is @ 
roll of papyrus scquired by Dr. Ebers in the 
vicinity of Thebes in the winter of 187° from 
an Arab who made ancient grave robbing a 
business, and who had struck a line of rock 
tombs undiscovered as yet by the others of the 
guild. He found this roll of papyrus between 
the legs of a mommy. It wassingle, tightly 
rolled, yellow brown, about a foot wide, and 
written over for the length of over 65 feet, in 
regolar colomns that sre numbered. It is 
exactly preserved, and after investigation and 
translation was deposited in the library of the 
University of Leipzig. It was cut in sections 
there, and placed between glass for*purposes of 
preservation and examination. Tha script of 
this papyroe is hieratic—and other scripts are 
hieroglyphic and demotic—a running script in 
red and black inks. Every heading ia in red 
ink. 

By certain signs, especially an almanac on 
the outaide and an inscription which refers to 
Amenophis I. the date of this papyrus is placed 
at about 1552 before Christ. But it bas been 
established to the satisfaction of Egyptologists 
that the paper is but a tranrcription or copy 
of an older work, which is put 3000 years 
before that, and:this places the original at a 
period of over 7,000 years ago. 

But the most marvellous matter about this 
papyres is that it is ® comprebensive treati:e 
on medicine, as well class‘fied and as logically 
arranged as any modern text-book. The disg- 
nosis of diseases, is carefally given, their 
nature treated of, andthe remedies arrang- 
ed in logical order. Diseases of the ab- 
domen, the chest, ‘the héart,the eyes and ears, 
and so on, are earefully arranged and de- 
scribed in a manrer that would hold water 
at the present day. For instance. of the heart 
the papyras classifies the troubles as: Fatty 
degeneration, di'atation, carditis, angina or 
spasm, hypertrophy (enlargement), thrombosis 
(plagging) and dropsy. That comes pretty 
near to us. Of medicines over 7 0 different 
substances --are- enumerated; - and: they ‘are 


prescribed ‘in pills, in tablets, in capsules, ; 


in decoctions, powders, 
ointments, plasters. 
e The completeness of the work, the

ancient docoment are’ startlingly surprising 
to the modern man. ‘These ancients had

THB ISOLATION OF CYPRUS. 


In reference to our leading article on Wednes- 


day,we quote the-following from the ‘““Manches- | 


ter Guardian” :— 
The island of Cyprus is at present without a 


regular mail service, the last contract with ' 


Bell’s Asia Steamehip Company having expired 
some weeks back. At present there is no pros- 
pect of another contract being entered into, 
and so this dependence of ours, which seems 
ao near, is really very far away. lt seems almost 
incredible 'hat-an island of its size, so close to 
a place like Port Said, should be so isolated. 
The cessation of the mail contract affects the 
island in a good many ways. Its imports and 
exports are seriously irfineaced, though as re- 
gards the Jatter there are two sides to the qne:- 
tion. A regular service has undoubtedly been 


the means of creating a large export trade in } 


cattle, poultry, fruit, and vegetables. This has 
been all very well for the exporter, but it has 
been one canse' of the increased cost of living 
in Cypras. 

That a contract with a good line of steamers 
would help to open up the island, there can be 
little doubt. Cyprus. is one of the’ few placrs 
lett not spoiled ‘by :the-.advance of modern’ 
thoughts and ways. T'rue it is tending io that 
direction, but its objects of great historical’ 
interest still remain. and many a traveller who 
haa proceeded to Egypt or Syriain search of 
evidence of a great- past; is far~moro likely to 
find his wishes gratified in Cyprus than in 
those conntries, Moreover, the almost antoocb- 
ed Troodos range of mountains, to which the 
Government removes in summer, with its 
forests of pine trees, should bea place of bene- 
ficial resort for many in search of bracing, old 
weather, for the atmosphere is permeated witb: 
the fragrance of the pine tre. Bat all these’ 
advantages are more or less lost, if the traveller: 
has no certain means:of getting to and fro at! 
certain dates, 

The Legislative Council of tha island of 
Cypros met on January 30. This sesrion will be! 
the last of the present Council, and tha general! 
elections throughout the island may be exrec-' 
ted to follow short'y.
